In 1830 a postoffice was established 
with John Collins as postm aster, when 
the town was called E ast Liverpool to 
distinguish it from the Liverpool in 
Medina county.

At the present time 
he is John Wolf, a fu ll-blood , who is 
clerk in a trad er’s store. The preach 
ing and whole management 
of the 
chu rch is cond u cted by the Wichitas. 
There are Ind ians who try to take a 
mid d le cou rse in religion, and who. at 
the same time want to be Christians 
and ghost d ancers. The y ou ng Ind ians 
believ e implicitly what the old er ones 
tell them, and when an Ind ian d eclares 
he has been to “the world bey ond ” 
and has seen d eparted friend s, 
they 
are conv inced . 
Their prophet, Wov o- 
ka, who cau sed the greatest rev iv al of 
Ind ian religion that ev er occu rred , and 
who institu ted the ghost d ance, say s: 
“I went u p to heav en and saw God 
and all the people who had d ied a long 
time ago. God told me to come back 
and tell my people they mu st be good 
and lov e one another, and not fight 
or steal or lie. He gav e me this d ance 
to giv e my peopla”

The d ecoloration of preciou s stones 
when they hav e been ex posed to the 
air for a long time is consid ered one of 
the most frequ ent malad ies. Among 
the colored stones, the emerald s, ru bies 
and sapphires are those which remain 
Intact best. 
Nev ertheless they are not 
ex empt from changes, as has been 
prov ed by many ex periments recently 
mad e In Paris. Two ru bies of the same 
8 izef\nd shad e were kept for two y ears, 
one in a showcase and the other » away 
from all light. At the end of this term 
a comparison rev ealed that the first 
had become somewhat lighter in color. 
The Influ ence of light makes itself 
felt more plainly on topazes and gar­ 
nets. The garnet tu rns mu ch paler in 
a short time, while the topaz assu mes 
a d arker shad e and ev en loses the bril­ 
liancy possessed by It when freshly 
c u t 
The most sensitiv e stone in this re­ 
spect Is the opal. This stone d raws fto 
marv elou s rainbow rcnections from 
nu merou s little clefts which allow’ the 
light to pass and reflect it In d ifferent 
d irections. Often the opal stand s the 
manipu lations of cu tting and polishing 
well, and ail of a su d d en it splits. 
It 
su ffers alway s by ex cess of heat 
Ow­ 
ing to Its chemical composition It Is 
sensitiv e to all the changes of tempera­ 
tu re. 
Pearls d eteriorate v ery easily . In the 
fire they are transformed into n piece 
of lime. Placed in contact with an ad d , 
they behav e as lime or marble wou ld 
u nd er the same cond itions.

times happens that d u ring the work, if 
the hand tou ching them is v ery sweaty , 
they lose their lu ster or break, being 
attacked by the acid of the perspira­ 
tion.

Often the opal stands the 
manipulations of cutting and polishing 
well, and all of a sudden It splits. 
It 
suffers always by excess of bent. Ow­ 
ing to its chemical composition It is 
sensitive to all the changes of tempera­ 
ture. 
Pearls deteriorate very easily. In the 
fire they are transformed Into a piece 
of lime. Placed in contact with an acid, 
they behave as lime or marble would 
under the same conditions. 
It some­ 
times happens that during the work, lf 
the hand touching them Is very sweaty, 
they lose their luster or break, being 
attacked by the acid of the perspira­ 
tion. 
Since pearls are composed of concen­ 
tric layers of mother of pearl, it is 
sometimes possible to repair them by 
taking off the outer layer, but tills 
operation Is extremely difficult ami 
delicate. 
If the Interior colors are lo 
Jured there Is no remedy. 
Diamonds are less sensitive; Rtill it 
Is not prudent to take them too uear 
the fire.—Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly.

Strange Rites of the Wichita Indians. 


The Solemn Ordeal of the Ghost Dance--A Draw­ 


back to Indian Civilization.

Indian life is many sided. Optimist 
god pessimist can find ample proof 
with which to verify his extrem e views 
of what he believes the Indian to be, 
the story of one tribe being equally 
applicable to all, varied only by place. 
A fair example is cited in the Wichi­ 
t a , who live on the W ichita reserva­ 
tion in the eastern part of Oklahoma. 
Their earliest recorded history dates 
to 1540. when they were discovered by 
the Spanish under Coronado. An In­ 
dian who had been hired by the sol­ 
diers to guide them on a buffalo hunt, 
betrayed them by leading the army on 
by bis stories to a supposed El Dora­ 
do, which proved to he an Indian vil­ 
lage of grass houses, the homes of 
the Wichita Indians. These are the 
only Indians who make and live in 
grass houses. 
They are an agricul­ 
tural tribe. 
They prepare the dry 
corn for food by grinding it between 
stones. 
They also raise great crops 
of squashes, which they cut into strips 
and dry for winter food. In every gar­ 
den there is a melon patch. They are 
a peace-loving people. Among them 
are some Indians who have tried to 
keep up with the march of civilization, 
and others who cling 
tenaciously to 
the superstitions and habits of 
the 
past. 
Indian dances are 
serious 
draw 
backs to the civilization of Indians. 
One very warm day during the 
past 
summer when the therm om eter reg­ 
istered 94 degrees in the shade, it was 
rumored that the W ichitas were go­ 
ing to give a dance,u that was to be 
ingto give a dance, th at was to be 
As the camps were approached, a voice 
called attention toward one of 
the 
grass houses, and from its enclosure 
came forth a company of at least 50 In­ 
dians, painted and dressed most gor­ 
geously, with 
feathers 
and 
other 
loose Indian finery waving on 
the 
breezes as they came galloping 
on 
their ponies, two by two, hooting and 
yelling. The women and those about 
the camps began crying and mourning, 
while at the foot of the hill was a 
group of Indians, painted and dressed 
in a S i m i’ar barbaric fashion, and sing­ 
ing, while six men, who sat on the 
ground around a big drum, beat 
it 
most vigorously. 
Those 
on 
horse­ 
back rode ’round and ’round in grad­ 
ually decreasing circles, till they came 
to a stop in front of the group aw ait­ 
ing their arrival. 
Jumping from their 
ponies 
they 
stood facing the sun, and all joined in 
the singing. After this first song, it 
was repeated with great volume, the 
drum was beaten with increased force 
and the 
dancing began. 
This wild 
confusion was increased by the wail­ 
ing and mourning of those who had 
gathered about, forming a circle. 
It 
was a bewildering spectacle of color, 
noise and confusion, and the quiet, 
lonely prairie seemed transform ed to 
a veritable pandemonium. The attitude 
of prayer was 
frequently 
assumed, 
either while dancing or standing still, 
by looking directly at the sun and ex­ 
tending the hands in supplication. 
The dancers kept it up till it seemed 
they must drop dead from sunstroke 
or sheer exhaustion.

mf,n went in and about the dancers. 
blowing upon this or that one to keep 
off the evil spirits, stamping upon the 
ground and waving the hands before 
the eyes or behind the head of some 
dancer.

would become greatly excited, shah- 
and swaying until a final stamp 
upon tile ground by the foot of 
the 
Biedicino man could not he resisted.

f,no dancer after another, 
mostly 
Women, dropped upon the earth amidst 
o noise, crying in an apparent tu­ 
mult. though doubtless to the devo­ 


tees of this religious performance ev­ 
ery sign and motion was full of mean­ 
ing. 
Those lying in trances were un­ 
noticed and undisturbed. Suddenly the 
unconscious one would sit up, fully 
awake, and tell of wonderful messages 
from the spirits of depaAed friends. 
Others got up from the ground un­ 
concernedly and danced again. Tewa- 
coni Jim, the chief, did not dance, but 
stood in a wagon talking continually 
in a very loud tone, evidently preach­ 
ing. 
Nearby some women were busy 
preparing coffee for the feast of beef, 
bread and melons. 
There have been 
missionaries among these Indians as 
early as 1873, when the Friends work­ 
ed among them. Through their influ­ 
ence the Indians built for themselves 
a little church, where they still wor­ 
ship. 
They choose one of their own 
number as pastor. At the present time 
he is John Wolf, a full-blood, who is 
clerk in a trader’s store. The preach 
Ing and whole management 
of the 
church is conducted by the W ichitas 
There are Indians who try to take a 
middle course in religion, and who. at 
the same time want to be Christians 
and ghost dancers. The young Indians 
believe implicitly what the older ones 
tell them, and when an Indian declares 
he has been to “the world beyond” 
and has seen departed friends, 
they 
are convinced. 
Their prophet, Wovo 
ka, who caused the greatest revival of 
Indian religion th at ever occurred, and 
who instituted the ghost dance, says: 
“I went up to heaven and saw God 
and all the people who had died a long 
time ago. God told me to come back 
and tell my people they m ust be good 
and love one another, and not fight 
or steal or lie. He gave me this dance 
to give my people.”

Others got up from the ground un- 
taa, who live on the Wichita reserva­ 
tion in the eastern part of Oklahoma. 
Their earliest recorded history dates 
to 1540, when they were discovered by 
the Spanish under Coronado. An In­ 
dian who had been hired by the sol­ 
diers to guide them on a buffalo hunt, 
betrayed them by leading the army on 
by bis stories to a supposed El Dora­ 
do, which proved to be an Indian vil­ 
lage of grass houses, the homes of 
the Wichita Indians. These are the 
only Indians who make and live in 
grass houses. 
They are an agricul­ 
tural tribe. 
They prepare the dry 
corn for food by grinding it between 
stones. 
They also raise great crops 
of squashes, which they cut into strips 
and dry for winter food. In every gar­ 
den there is a melon patch. They are 
a peace-loving people. 
Among them 
are some Indians who have tried to 
keep up with the march of civilization, 
and others who cling 
tenaciously to 
the superstitions and habits of 
the 
past. 
Indian dances are 
serious 
draw­ 
backs to the civilization of Indians. 
One very warm day during the 
past 
summer when the thermometer reg­ 
istered 94 degrees in the shade, it was 
rumored that the Wichitas were go­ 
ing to give a dance,u that was to be 
ingto give a dance, that was to be 
As the camps were approached, a voice 
called attention toward one of 
the 
grass houses, and from its enclosure 
came forth a company of at least 50 In­ 
dians, painted and dressed most gor­ 
geously, with 
feathers 
and 
other 
loose Indian finery waving on 
the 
breezes hj they came galloping 
on 
their ponies, two by two, hooting and 
yelling. The women and those about 
the camps began crying and mourning, 
while at the foot of the hill was a 
group of Indians, painted and dressed 
in a simi’ar barbaric fashion, and sing­ 
ing, while six men, who sat on the 
ground around a big drum, beat 
it 
most vigorously. 
Those 
on 
horse­ 
back rede ’round and ’round in grad­ 
ually decreasing circles, till they came 


concernedly and danced again. Tewa- 
coni Jim, the chief, did not dance, but 
stood in a wagon talking continually 
in a very loud tone, evidently preach­ 
ing. 
Nearby some women were busy 
preparing coffee for the feast of beef, 
bread and melons. 
There hare been 
missionaries among these Indians as 
early as 1873, when the Friends work­ 
ed among them. Through their influ­ 
ence the Indians built for themselves 
a little church, where they still wor­ 
ship. 
They choose one of their own 
number as pastor. At the present time 
he is John Wolf, a full-blood, who is 
clerk in a trader’s store. The preach­ 
ing and whole management 
of the 
church is conducted by the Wichitas 
There are Indians who try to take a 
middle course in religion, and who, at 
the same time want to be Christians 
and ghost dancers. The young Indians 
believe implicitly what the older ones 
tell them, and when an Indian declares 
he has been to “the world beyond’ 
and has seen departed friends, 
they 
are convinced. 
Their prophet, Wovo- 
ka, who caused the greatest revival of 
Indian religion that ever occurred, and 
who instituted the ghost dance, says: 
“I went up to heaven and saw God 
and all the people who had died a long 
time ago. God told me to come back 
and tell my people they must be good 
and love one another, and not fight 
or steal or lie. He gave me this dance 
to give my people.”

P re cio u s Stones T h a t A r t Subject <• 
Serious Changea, 
The decoloration of precious stones 
when they have been exposed to the 
air for a long time is considered one of 
the most frequent maladies. Among 
the colored stones, the emeralds, rubles 
and sapphires are those which remain 
intact best. 
Nevertheless they are not 
exempt from changes, as has been 
proved by many experiments recently 
made in Paris. Two rubies of the Ram© 
size find shade were kept for two years, 
©ue in a showcase and the other .awny 
from all light. At the end of this term 
a comparison revealed that the first 
had become somewhat lighter in color. 
The Influence of light makes itself 
felt more plainly on topazes and gar­ 
nets. The garnet turns much paler in 
a short time, while the topaz assumes 
a darker shade and even loses the bril­ 
liancy possessed by It when freshly 
cu t 
The most sensitive stone In this re­ 
spect Is the opal. This stone draws Its 
marvelous rainbow reflections 
from 
numerous little clefts which allow the 
light to pass and reflect it In different 
directions. Often the opal stands the 
manipulations of cutting and polishing 
well, and all of a sudden It splits. 
It 
suffers always by excess of heat 
Ow­ 
ing to Its chemical composition It is 
sensitive to all the changes of tempera­ 
ture. 
Pearls deteriorate very easily. In the 
fire they are transformed into a piece 
of lime. Placed in contact with an acid, 
they behave as lime or marble would 
under the same conditions. 
It some­ 
times happens that during the work, lf 
the hand touching them Is very sweaty, 
they lose their luster or break, being 
attacked by the acid of the perspira­ 
tion. 
Since pearls ore composed of concen­ 
tric layers of mother of pearl, it is 
sometimes possible to repair them by 
taking off the outer layer, but this 
operation Is extremely difficult and 
delicate. 
If the Interior colors are in 
jured there Is no remedy. 
Diamonds are less sensitive; still It 
Is not prudent to take them too ueaf 
the fire.—Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly.
